The ambassador is John Peuri- 
foy, one of State’s most effective 
negotiators and maneuverers. Mr. 
Peurifoy is a South Carolinian, and 
has handled many difficult post- 
war problems for us, including 
Greece. The fact that he was as- 
signed to Guatemala in place of 
the usual anonymous bureaucrat 
or dangerous amateur of a politi- 
cal appointee speaks for the seri- 
ousness of the situation. 


From the point of view of Pan- 
Americanism, hemispheric _ soli- 
darity, mutual understanding and 
other mouth-filling cliches of the 
moment, politics in Guatemala has 
been going from bad to worse. The 
government claims to be of, by, 
and for the people, but evidence 
continues to mount that it is con- 
trolled by the Communists and is 
up to no good as far as we are 
concerned. 


Guatemala is a lovely and pic- 
turesque country which lives by 
export taxes on coffee and ba- 
nanas are the business of the 
United Fruit Company, the na- 
tion's largest employer. United's 
operation has been hard hit by 
confiscatory and restrictive legis- 
lation.

KENTUCKY RELEASES BRYANT FOR A&M JOB 


LEXINGTON, Feb. 7 (®—Paul (Bear) Bryant's resigna- 
tion as Kentucky piled coach was accepted today, enabling 
him to become coach and athletic director at Texas A&M. 

Directors of the University’s Athletics Association announced 
his release in a brief statement and said a committee was 
named to screen applicants for the coaching vacancy at Ken- 
tucky. 

Bryant said “‘I have telegraphed President Morgan of Texas 
A&M of official acceptance of the position offered.” 

At College Station, Texas, Morgan said when told of Bryant's 
release: 

“That's fine. I've been waiting for that news. We feel that 
with Mr. Bryant we will be able to unite behind him and develop 
a winning team.”’ 

_The coach said his plans to gO to College Station were not 


fully certain but it would be “right away.’ 

One source indicated the coach might Sy to Texas Monday. 

Bryant also said he had no complete plans on his staff at 
A&M. It is generally believed some of his aides at Kentucky 
would accompany him to Texas. 

Two Kentucky assistants, Clarence Underwood and Ermal 
Alien, are among those mentioned as Bryant's probable suc- 
cessor. Underwood is a line coach and Allen works with the 
backs. 

In the brief announcement, 
said: 

“A motion was made that Coach Bryant's resignation be 
accepted. The motion was seconded and passed.” 

“A committee to screen coaches and make recommenda- 
tions (for Bryant’s successor) was appointed. The committee

will be headed by Athletic Director Bernie Shively.” 

The directors made no elaboration. 

The screening committee reportedly was five or six mem- 
bers.

Calories 


To Lose

The calorie role in the reduc- 
ing story fascinates overweights, 
for calorie subtraction sends the 
pointer on the scales downward, 

However, while calories are 
a measure of fuel, they do not 
measure the quality of the diet. 
To insure a feeling of well being 
as weight is lost, the nutrition 
essentials must be included daily, 


even though the calories are cut 
to 1,000 or 1,200 daily. 


People ask the dietitian to 


make it clear just what the dan- 
gers are in reducing. So let's 
do some straight thinking. If 
you figure that because you 
have considerable fat to draw 
on for fuel, it matters little 
what you eat so long as you 
keep within your calories, you 
are reasoning from a false prem- 
ise, for the body does not run 
on fuel alone. 


Even the well nourished body 
does not have any effective re- 
serve of proteins, minerals and 
vitamins to draw on since these 
materials are not stored up in 
the extra pounds of body fat. 

The danger in reducing lies 
in leaving out the protective nu- 
trients needed to make good the 
wear and tear of daily living.

| Chases Worry | 


It was one of those days when the air was thick with the 
problems of people. You could see them swimming around like 
dust motes in the sunshine. | 

A woman--a decent, intelligent, law-abiding woman—had 
lost her job and gone hungry for a few days and then landed in 
jail for 15 days because she had eaten a meal at a drugstore soda 
fountain knowing that she couldn't pay for it. The soda fountain 
attendant said it was not the first of such meals the woman had 
eaten there, but I couldn't help it, when they told me she spent, 
15 or 20 minutes in the telephone booth after she had eaten, I felt 
like I was right in there with her, sweating it out, dreading to 
face the manager. 

As this is written, she’s still in jail but by the time it comes 
out I hope humane forces will have been at work and she will be 
free with a chance at a job and a decent living again. 

Anyhow, there was that to worry about. Also the man who 
called up and said he was in a mood to quit supporting the Com- 
munity Chest because of the case of a woman and nine children 
who were starving to death in the most awful poverty within a few 
doors of the Chest office. (Turned out the woman had not applied 
to a Community Chest agency; and when we called the main 
office, they promised to get somebody right out.) 

But you still worry about the woman and the children, and 
you still feel desperately weary from the bludgeoning that life is 
giving other people. At least I did until someone handed me a 
little story under a Washington, Ga., dateline. The story, written 
by Mrs. Kenneth Boyd, The Constitution's intrepid Washington 
correspondent, didn’t make the state news of the day but we all 
read and enjoyed it because it was such peaceful kind of little 
story. 

“Time is out of joint in Washington,’’ wrote Mrs. Boyd. ‘‘So 
much so that even the grand jury of the present Wilkes Supérior 
Court has taken cognizance of it and recommended that something 
be done. y 

“For months,’ went on Mrs. Boyd, ‘“‘the people of the town 
have suspected that something was wrong about the order of their 
lives. All at once the Wilkes County sun began rising and setting 
hours before or after schedule; according to the town’s old reliable 
clock atop the courthouse which for a hundred years has announced 
the hours. 

“Hurrying through their midday meals, housewives would 
find that business places on the square had not even opened their 
doors.A banker appeared at his desk at noon instead of his usual 
elegant hour of 10 o’clock. The city librarian closed up and went 
home three hours early. 

“There is no conjecturing where this state of things might 
have ended but for the Grand Jury, which with the stroke of a 
pen restored normalcy once again. This was accomplished through 
recommendation from four of the committee on inspection of the 
courthouse, which reads: ‘The courthouse clock. is in poor condition 
and does not keep any kind of time. It is recommended that the 
clock be repaired and placed in good running condition even if
